BRITISH ANNOUNCE PLANS | 
FOR BIG ATOM BOMBERS 


Than ‘Weight 


Air Secretary Says Defense Is Based on 
‘Strength Through Quality’ Rather 


of Numbers.’ 


LONDON, March 4 (AP) — 
Britain is building a powerful 
force of atom bombers to guar- 
antee peace by impressing “any 
potential enemy with the suici- 
dal folly of aggression,” Prime 
Minister Churchill’s government 
announced today. 

Parliamentary Air Secretary 
George Ward told the House of 
Commons “we shall continue our 
policy of strength through qual- 
ity. and hitting power rather 
than sacrifice this in an attempt 
to achieve weight of numbers.” 

Ward asked Commons to a 
prove a £491,640,000 ($1,376,- 
592,000) bill to run the Royal 
Air Force for the year beginning 
next April 1. This is £6,360,000 
($17,808,000) less than last year 
and only slightly under the 
budget for the army, Britain’s 
top military spender. 

Ward said the first of Britain’s 
revolutionary four-engine jet 
bombers, the triangle - shaped 
Valiant, will join. the RAF this 
year and two other long-range 
jet bombers, the Vulcan and 
Victor, will be close behind. 

Ward said Britain’s aim is to 
“do everything possible to pre- 
vent a war happening and to 


prepare to take the shock of it 
if it comes.” 

He said a whole fleet of su- 
personic jet fighters—the Swift 
—is being rushed to completion 
as the backbone of Britain's de- 
fense, The Swift has been ad- 
vertised as the jet age successor 
to Britain’s famed Spitfire of 
World War II, 


Ward added that another jet 
fighter, the Javelin, will soon 
join the RAF and help double 
the size of Britain’s night fighter 
force. The Javelin, he said, will 


P-| be able to fly at a height of 


more than 50,000 feet at speeds 
up to 700 miles an hour. it will 
be equipped with radar capable 
of finding and attacking the 
enemy in all conditions. 

Ward said Sabre jet fighters 
given to the R.A.F. by the United 
States have done much to im- 

rove day fighter strength while 

ritain’s own swept-wing jet 
fighters were being developed. 

Through improved radar net- 
works, he added, “by the end 
of the next financial year we 
shall be able to direct about 
twice as many formations of 
fighters against enemy bombers 
as we can now.”

U.S. REBUILDING 
6450 TANKS’ GEARS 
AFTER FAILURES 


WASHINGTON, March 4 (AP) 
—The transmissions in about 
6450 medium tanks already de- 
livered for service are being 
taken apart for ‘correction of 
faulty assembly discovered in 
some of them, the said 
today. 

The Army itself has some of 
the machines and the National 
Guard has others. They were 
produced by General Motors. 

A Pentagon spokesman, an- 
swering questions, said that Jan. 
22 a report was received from 
Fort Hood, Tex., base for the 
First Armored Division, that 
damage to transmissions had 
been discovered. 

Investigation showed that 
screws in the assembling process 
at the Allison division of Gen- 
eral Motors had come loose be- 
cause they were not properly 
fastened. 

Orders were issued to take 
apart the transmission of 6450 
tanks already issued and “stake 
down” the screws. The disas- 
sembling and reassembling of a 
transmission requires about 33 
man-hours of labor. 


FRENCH MAYOR TURNS DOWN 
PICASSO'S OWL FOR HIS CITY 


LYON, France, March 4 (UP) 
— A “streamlined owl” statue 
which Pablo Picasso had offered 
to sell to the city was on the 
way back to its creator today, 15 
minutes after Mayor Edouard 
Herriot heard of the deal. 

Picasso sent the owl in re- 
sponse to a request from city 
councilmen who thought it 
would be nice to have something 
by the Spanish artist in the 
Lyon museum. 

None of the councilmen 
wanted to break the news to 
Herriot, whose approval was 
necessary to the deal. At 
length, one man was chosen by 
lot to show the statue to the 81- 
year-old mayor.

BUSINESS MEN 
INDICTED ON TAK 
EVASION COUNTS 


Are Undertakers and 
One Operates Trans- 
port Company. 


Six St. Louis business men 
were charged with income tax 
evasion in indictments returned 
today by the federal grand jury. 

They are Morris Epstein, auto- 
mobile dealer; Charles F. Stuart 
Sr. and Charles F. Stuart Jr., 
operators of an undertaking es- 
tablishment; Herbert M. Flor- 
man, operator of ah automobile 
transport company; John J. 
Walsh and Edward S. Mcintosh, 
partners 'n a used car business. 

Epstein, who operates Moke 

Epstein Chevrolet Go., Inc., 6330 
Easton avenue, was charged 
with evading payment of $10,608 
in personal income taxes in 
1947. His return listed net in- 
come of $23,374 on which he 
paid $8170; the indictment 
stated, when actually he should 
have paid $18,778 on a net in- 
come of $41,039. 
A second count, based on Ep- 
stein’s corporate return, charged 
him with evading an additional 
$6736. He had declared corpo- 
rate income of $270,609, it was 
alleged, when the actual income 
was $288,334. 


Charges Against Stuart, 


Charles Stuart Sr. was charged 
with evading payment of $12,038 
in taxes by filing fradulent re- 
turns for the years 1947 through 
1950. His son was charged with 
understating income for the 
years 1947, 1949, 1950 and 1951 
and thereby evading payment of 
$5471. 

It was charged that the elder 
Stuart for 1947 listed net in- 
come as $6699 and paid a tax of 
$1094, when actual incomé was 
$16,922 and the tax should have 
been $4682. A joint return for 
1948 listed his income and that 
of his wife as $5820, on which a 
tax of $468 was paid, the indict- 
ment continued, alleging that 
actual income was $12,665 and 
the proper tax was $1819. 

For 1949, when the elder 
Stuart listed his income as $5361 
and paid a tax of $634, actual in- 
come was $22,581 and tax due 
was $6753, it was charged. For 
1950, when his income was put 
at $11,064 and tax paid was 
$2158, actual income was $13,- 
954 and tax due was $3138, the 
indictment charged. 

Charles Stuart Jr. for 1947 
reported net income of $4366 
and paid a tax of $561, the in- 
dictment set out, whereas actual 
income was $11,181 and tax due 
was $2405. It was further 
charged that a joint return list- 
ed his income and that of his 
wife for 1948 at $4890, on which 


a tax of $51 2was paid, when in-

RED FOOTHOLDS 
AS PEACE THREAT 


Secretary Seeks Latins’ 
Support for Anti-Com- 
munist Stand by Of- 
fering U.S. Economic 
Help. 


CARACAS, Venezuela, March 
4 (UP)—Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles called on Latin 
American nations today to join 
the United States in a “clear 
and final” warning to Commu- 
nism to keep away from the 
Western Hemisphere. 
If Moscow or Red “way sta- 
tions” ignore the warnings, 
Dulles said, the Americans 
should treat attempts to estab- 
lish Soviet colonies in this 
hemisphere as a threat to peace. 
He sought to whip up Latin 
American enthusiasm for his 
anti-Communist campaign by 
including promises of closer fi- 
nancial, economic and cultural 
co-operation with Latin Ameri- 
can nations. 
Dulles outlined United States 
views in a 3100-word address to 
delegates of 20 nations attend- 
ing the tenth inter-American 
conference here. 

Says ‘Danger Mounts.’ 
He pointed out that all na- 
tions of the hemisphere have 
been penetrated by the “appa- 
ratus of international Commu- 
nism acting under orders from 
Moscow.” 
He said the “danger mounts” 
because the hemisphere has not 

lared that it stands “reso- 
lutely and unitedly” against Red 
penetration.”

Heart of Peress Case. 

| The heart of the Peress case 
was this: 

| Under the present law he 
‘could not be tried by court- 
|'martial simply for refusing to 
answer questions concerning al- 
leged Communist affiliation. 
Mere membership in the Com- 
munist party is not an offense 
punishable under the Uniform 
i Code of Military Justice. 

Moreover the Armed Services 
|Reserve Act of 1952 states that 
no reservists such as Dr. Peress 
can be separated from the serv- 
ice with other than an honorable 
discharge except by approved 
sentence of a court-martial or a 
board of officers convened by a 
higher authority. 

The Army contends that the 
honorable discharge for Dr. Per- 
ess was the quickest. possible 
way to separate him from the 
service. A court-martial or an 
investigation by a board of in- 
quiry might have required sev- 
eral months, since the defend- 
ant is entitled to the right of 
appearance, counsel and the 
privileges of calling witnesses. 

Until the doctors draft law is 
amended, the Army may be 
obliged to continue the commis- 
sioning of doctors and dentists 
who cite the Fifth Amendment.

Streets Cleared — Artil- 
lery Boom Sounds 
Through City as Reb- 
els Hit Outpost. 


HANOI, March 4 (UP)—The 
Communists attacked an out- 
post six miles west of Hanoi 
today, and a “flash alert” cleared 
the streets here as the boom of 
artillery echoed through the 
city. 

The streets were deserted ex- 
cept for military patrols in the 
three hours the “state of alert” 
lasted. 

French authorities refused at 
first to disclose the reason for 
the emergency measures, but 
word spread rapidly of a sur- 
prise attack on the outpost at 
Senho.

French planes attacked Red 
installations 2 miles northwest 
of the besieged outpost of Dien 
Bien Phu, commanding the ap- 
proaches to cental Laos.

$771,000,000 Compared to, 
$153,000,000 Drop in ’53. 


WASHINGTON, March 4 (AP) 
~The public tightened its use of 
credit sharply in January, the 
Federal Reserve Board reported 
today. 

Total consumer credit—debt 
of individuals for automobiles, 
consumer goods, home repairs, 

rsonal loans and services— 
declined $771,000,000 in January, 
to $28,125,000,000. This com- 
pared with a contraction of 
$153,000,000 in consumer credit 
in January 1953. 

Consumer credit usually de- 
clines in January when the pub- 
lic pays off debts contracted in 
Christmas buying, but the reduc- 
tion this year was larger than is 

usual. 

Installment credjit—consumer 
debt to be repaid in installments 
—declined $363,000,000 in Jan- 
uary. In January 1953, install- 
ment credit increased $167,000.- 
000 but in January 1952 and 1951 
installment credit followed the 
usual downward trend for the 
first month of the year, falling 
off $177,000,000 and $152,000,000. 

Non-installment credit dropped 
off $408,000,000 in January. 
Such credit includes loans to be 
paid back in one lump, monthly 
charge accounts and credit for 

services, such as medical bills.

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The world learned the hard, bitter, costly way 
that “You can’t’ do business with, Hitler.” Now 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, after more than a year 
of patient, diligent trying, is slowly learning 
that “You can’t do business with McCarthy.” 

In his most impoftant press conference state- 
ment, the President “came close to admitting 
that he had learned his McCarthy lesson, but he 
never quite did it. He left the door open wide 
enough to try still further. This gave the Re- 
publican Wild Man from Wisconsin a chance to 
take the latest round—at least in the eyes of the 
McCarthyites. 

The differences between the President and the 
demagogic Senator were never before set out 
sO sharply as in this exchange of volleys on 
March 3, 1954.

P.S. on G.BS. 


It is hard to be surprised that too few people 
are showing up at 28 cents a head to warrant 
keeping George Bernard Shaw's country home 
open as a monument. The same goes for failure 
of an auction of more than 100 of his po8sses- 
sions to bring more than $420. Nor does it seem 
necessarily open and shut that these phenomena 
indieate disinterest in the great playwright. 

Présumably Shaw’s admirers are by and large 
people who admired his ideas, Admirable as is 
the idea of preserving the country home as a 
monument, and much as we like the idea 6f hav- 


ing one of his possessions a8 a keepsake, these — 


are not Shavian ideas. We simply cannot imagine 


Shaw stepping up with two shillings in hand. 


to perform a sentimental pilgrimage—and yet 
nobody admired Shaw more than Shaw did, or 
with more justification, for G.B.S. knew pretty 
exactly how great a man he was. 

If his admirers do not express their admira- 
tion in the customary terms of gravity, what 
then?'Is there a more appropriate way to do 
homage to the ideas of a man who wrote: “My 
method is to take the utmost trouble to find 
the right thing to say, and then to say it with 
th? utmost levity”? 
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The First Consideration 
Congressman Daniel Reed’s House Ways and 
Means Committee, overriding President Elsen- 
hower to approve a billion-dollar cut in excise 
taxes, has raised a most difficult question. The 


- question must be answered in the light of this 


year’s circumstances, not last year’s, and on 
economic considerations, not political. 

If the only thing at stake were the revenue, 
there would be no problem, The revenue is 
needed to come as close as possible to balancing 
the federal budget, and that is why Secretary 
of the Treasury Humphrey opposes the excise 
tax cut. He would be entitled to congressional 
backing if balancing the budget were the only 
consideration. 

But there is another consideration, and that 
is the business recession, which as yet shows 
no sign of having been halted. If the hoped-for 
upturn fails to take place, the budget is going 
to be thrown out of balance no matter what 
Congress does about tax rates. The primary ob- 
ligation, then, is to make those tax decisions 
which are best calculated to bring about a 
business upturn. : 

If cutting a billion dollars off excise taxes 
would promote an upturn, and if an upturn 
could not be promoted without it, then Con- 
gressman Reed's bill ought to be passed. 

How can anybody know, in advance, that an 
excise tax cut is just what the economy needs 
to recover? Nobody can know it, of course. All 
that can be done is to take note of expert opin- 
ions, For example, Sumner Slichter, Harvard 
economist, is one of those who argue that excise 
taxes should ‘be eut-now. He would cut them 
even more deeply than the House Committee 
proposes. He says this is the best way of at» 
tacking the recession at the moment, 

Few Republicans and few Democrats on the 


_ House Committee are expert economists, It may 


be suspected that when they voted to cut ex- 


fises by a billion dollars many of them were 


thinking more about their election campaigns 
next fall than about power needed to start 
economic recovery. Yet Congress sometimes 
does the right thing for the wrong reason. 

If by the time action must be taken—the end 
of this month—no business upturn has taken 
place, Congress may well be justified in cutting 
excise taxes as Congressman Reed proposes.

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Trouble on the Kaskaskia 


The State of Illinois will be amply justified 
if it seeks an injunction against the chemical 
company which is polluting the Kaskaskia river, 

Pollution by the National Petro-Chemicals 
Corp., at Tuscola, has been going on for more 
than three and a half months. The water sup- 
plies’ of: Shelbyville and Vandalia have beens 
affected, Virtually all the fishin the river be- 
tween Tuscola and Shelbyville, a distance of 
about 45 miles, have been killed—estimates run 
as high as 100 tons, 


Although the company said it had substantially 


halted the pollution, the Illinois State Sanitary °* 


Water Board said its tests as late as last Friday 
showed “no material improvement.” Moreover, 
there is a possibility that the company’s impro- 
vised efforts at abatement are themselves re- 
sulting in pollution of still another river, the 
Illinois. State Representative Allison of Pekin 
says “sludge and refuse” from the plant are 
being trucked to Pekin and dumped into an old 
vat at a distillery, whence the wastes are even- 
tually released into the Illinois river. 

The Water Board has ordered Petro-Chemicals 
to cease the Kaskaskia pollution by Saturday. 

It seems incredible that $50,000,000 could be 
spent on a modern industrial plant without ade- 
quate provision for pollution control, and ade 
quacy would certainly require some emergency 
means of control in case of mechanical break- 
down, Yet Petro-Chemicals says the purifica- 
tion system was put out of commission in mid- 
November, four months after the plant began 
operation, when chemicals ate through two 
pumps in the system. 

As a result, Shelbyville is having to haul its 
water for drinking and cooking from Cowltlen, 11 
miles away, and Vandalia has suspended pump- 
ing from the Kaskaskia and is relying on a 
spring-fed stream. Wells in the area are being 
polluted by seepage from the river, 3 | 

While rio determination has been made-that 
the water is dangerous to human life) it is unfit 
for consumption, Its smell and taste are offen- 
sive. Clothes laundered in it turn yellow. Doc- 
tors have blamed the polluted water for “a lot 
of diarrhea,” according to Shelbyville’s Mayor. 

The Illinois authorities surely cannot be ac- 
cused of impatience in dealing with the problem. 
Ample time has been allowed for pollution con- 
trol to be restored—too ample, it might be felt by 
some of those whose water supplies are affected. 
In view of the health problem, potential ‘or 
existing, which is involved, the State Govern- 
ment would be remiss if it did not exercise 
its authority to apply for an injunetioh unless 
the offense ig stopped without further delay.

ERHAPS it is a good thing 
Pine the Lenten season comes 
around each year; it does jar 
us out of our cozy little rut and 
make us give a little extra 
thought to menu planning.

Watercress, available in local 
markets, also adds just the right 
touch to many dishes, and don't 
forget all the tricks you can do 
with leeks.

ONTINUING our search for 
foods to add zest to meatless 
menus, we find small round 

boiling onions, those little babies 

that are so tender and sweet. 

Also celary cabbage,. which is 

enough out-of-the-ordinary to 

give a lift to meals. 

For Lenten salads consider 
French endive, delicately flav- 
ored Bib lettuce, or the soft and 
tight-headed Boston lettuce. Del- 
icate, buttery avocados and vine- 
ripened tomatoes from Florida 
with an out-of-this-world flavor 
are other salad possibilities. 

Fresh peas from California 
are available, and mighty good 
they are with fish. Asparagus is 
still high, but declining gradual- 
ly in price. Another vegetable 
which you may not have served 
for some time is zucchini squash. 

By all means, don’t overlook 
fresh mushrooms. They are 
plentiful and, although not 
cheap, more reasonable than 
they have been all winter. They 
fill many a menu role, and 
make a fine luncheon dish when 
broiled and served on toast. 

If it is a good, spicy sauce 
that you want, make your own 
from horseradish roots imported 
from Europe. 

There are plenty of luxury 
fruits to give your meals a lift— 
such. things as honeydews, 
peaches, Santa Rosa and Presi- 
dent blue plums from South 
Ameriea, fresh coconuts avail- 
able at very reasonable prices, 
an pineapples of desir: ' 
able yeaa ;

Different Viewpoint. 


But early in February, Alex- 
ander said, Potter was in Wash- 
ington seeking an appropriation 
for Missouri basin development 
plans.

where the newspapers can put 
in big ads saying, ‘Come to the 
Missouri basin, we have plenty 
of water.’”

He said the engineers have re- 
ported sficcess in “their prime 
goal” during the 1953 son:

Hurt by Low Water. 


But during the winter, with 
the drouth continuing, with ice 
slowing the flow in the upper 
reaches and with no water need- 
ed for navigation, Missouri river 
towns suffered from health and 
sanitation standpoints, Alexan- 
der ‘said. 

He said the United States Pub- 
lic Heajth Service set minimum 
river flow to meet sanitation re- 
quizements of Kansas City but 
“several times in thé past, the 
flow has. been below the mini- 
um.

the river is frozen further up- 


stream.” He said that happened 
four out of six days in January. 


Backs Uplands Reservoirs. 


Kansas City can expect no re- 
Hef during the winters from 
Fort Peék and the other planned 
ams upstream, Alexander said, 
because of their location in the 
freezing section of the river. 
He noted that Missouri fre- 
quently has opposed engineers’ 
plans for dams on Missouri trib* 
utary streams. Alexander recom- 
mended that the water be stored 
in the uplands instead of in riv- 
er bottom impoundments. 


“Such reservoirs,” he_ said, 
“could supply water to the farm- 
ers along the hills,” the main 
trouble spots during times of 
drouth. ;

OBODY likes to be at fault, so the first thing one is 

likely to do in time of trouble is to blame somebody 

else for it. Once in a-long time that can be true, but 
only eccasionally, As a usual thing a child is responsible 
for what happens to him because happenings are the results 
of previous happenings brought about by personal acts. 

Mature people know this and so accept the’ responsi- 
bility for their deeds, but children—and how long they re- 
main children in this regard we all know—aways look about 

to find someone they can hold responsible for their fail- 
ures. “He told me to do it.” “If he hadn’t done what he 
did I wouldn’t have.” “How did I know? You didn’t tell 
me not to.” That last one is about the most aggravating 
remark a child can make to a parent or teacher, for he well 
knows that had he consulted with his elders he would have 
been advised against his action.

THE ONLY WAY OUT of this situation is to patiently, 
and as calmly as possible, tell him, show him, prove to 
him that he and he alone is to blame for what he did. He 
cannot act save under his own power of will and though 
he actepts another’s point of view as a cause for his action, 
he made the decision and he acted, nobody else. 

The most difficult child to deal with is the one who, 
as soon as he is charged with misbehavior, says, “Not me.” 
He knows of course that it was be, and it is he, who alone 
is to blame, but he will do his agile best to becloud the 
issue. “He wasn’t there.” That he was there must be 
proven to him. “Well, if he was there, I didn’t do it.”

Organization Founded by 29 St. Louisans Now Has 47,000 Members; Weekend Programs Scheduled

T’S going to be a big week- 
| ena for polka dancing here, a 

big weekend, too, for selections 
from Smetana’s opera, “The Bar- 
tered Bride,” for speeches and 
toasts, and patriotic tableaus 
performed by gymnastic drill 
teams. : 

The Czechosloyak Society of 
America is celebrating its 100th 
birthday today, and the week- 
end of solemnity and gaiety is 
in honor of that celebration. 
Started by 29 St. Louis men, the 
society now has a national mem- 
bership of 47,000 “‘brothers and 
sisters,” as they refer to them- 
selves. Oldest fraternal benevo- 
lent organization in the United 
States, it protects its members 
in their misfortunes, serves as a 
center for their social and recre- 
ational life. 

In the early days of immigra- 
tion, it was, as Jubilee Chairman 
Joseph Trejbal describes it, “the 
first practical school for democ- 
racy.” Many of its youngest 
members now are third genera- 
tion Americans, native sons and 
daughters who still enjoy pay- 
ing tribute to the color, the cus- 
foms, and the ideals of the land 
of their ancestry. 

The ideals of the 29 founding 
fathers were imbued with free- 
dom and liberalism. Twe of 


' them, Vaclav Pohl and Hynek 


Vodicka, had been among the 
famous Forty-Eighters, Czech 
exiles who fled to America after 
their rebellion against the Aus- 
trian emperor in 41848 was 
crushed by the imperial army. 
It was Vodicka who organized 
the first meeting of the group 
on March 4, 1854, in Jacob 
Mottl’s inn on Ninth street be- 
tween. Soulard and Emmett 
streets, The new organization 
called itself the Bohemian- 
Slavonian Benevolent Society, 
and from the beginning it was 
a fraternal and non-sectarian 
group. Today, since the society 
has made good Czechs of those 
“outsiders” who married mem- 
bers of the organization, it has 
among its numbers Catholics, 
Protestants of all variations, and 
Jews. 

Variation in the type of mem- 
bers is equally wide. 

“We have members in all 
walks of life,” Brother James 
Krakora, national executive sec- 
retary from Chicago, said. “We 
have men who are coal miners, 
laborers, business ‘men, profes- 
sional men. We've had several 
distinguished federal judges, 
and the late Anton Cermak, 
mayor of Chicago, was one of 
our hardest working members.” 


* * . 
HERE have been veterans of 
T all the wars of the past 100 
years in the group. In the 
Civil War, one fourth of the 
entire membership enlisted. 
“Since they were political 
refugees who could not stand 
the tyranny of the Austro-Hun- 
garian empire,” Krakora says, 
“their love of freedom put them 
on the side of the Union.” 
During World War II, the 
Czech National Hall at Dolman 
and Allen streets was the scene 
of daily Red Cross activities as 
women of the society knitted 
and sewed for the men in serv- 
ice. In this war as in all the 
others, servicemen were carried 
on the books without charge. 
There were 3600 of them, 112 
of whom were killed in action. 
In the early days of the or- 
ganization, its activities were 
like those of any group of im- 
migrants helping newcomers to 
learn the customs of the new 
land and become integrated into 
it. From the beginning, protec- 
tion and security was a part of 
their program, too. Now mem-

Bohemian to Czechoslovak. Mem- 
bers here were part of the Czech 
National Sdruzeni (or alliance) 
which helped Czechoslovakia 
gain its independence after 
World War I. Today the society, 
strongly anti-Communist, stands 
for free elections for Czecho- 
Slovakia under United Nations 
control in order to liberate the 
country from Soviet domination. 
One member, Mrs. Marie Horak, 
has a son who is a political pris- 
oner in Czechoslovakia now.

The Bosaks, who visited in 
Czechoslovakia in 1948, brought 
back some of the ornate, richly 
embroidered, and stiffly starched 
costumes which will be worn by 
the candidates for queen, and 
which have presented some 
problems to their wearers. The 
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mother of one queen candidate 
finally despaired of commercial 
starches and mixed her own to 
get the right degree of rigidity 
to the puffed sleeves.

Nor does this end the year's 
celebration. In August there 
will be a convention at the na- 
tional headquarters in Chicago, 
where 15,000 of the society live. 
Moreover, the C.S.A. is not the 
only Czech organization cele- 
brating this year. The gymnas- 
tic or Sokol group at the hall is 
celebrating its ninetieth year 
and the nearby Czechoslovakian 
Catholic Church, its 100th.

South then drew one 
round of trumps, cashed the ace 
of clubs and ruffed his club 
queen, and then tried for the 
only possibility he could see— 
a red-suit squeeze against East. 
South cashed every trump, keep- 
ing three hearts and one dia- 
mond in dummy, and actually 
this plan would have succeeded 
if dummy’s hearts had been 
A-7-3 instead of A-6-3, since 
East was forced to reduce to 
two hearts in order to keep the 
necessary diamond protection; 
but with the actual heart situa- 
tion as it was, West held grimly 
to his original three hearts and 
now South was helpless. 


In view of the extremely in- 
formative bidding by East and 
West, declarer should not have 
tried for this remote sqyeeze, 
especially since he had a splen- 
did chance in a different direc- 
tion. Gonsider this unusual Put 
entirely logical method of pro- 
cedure: 


The diamond ace is put up 
and South draws one round of 
trump. He cashes the king and 
ace of hearts and ruffs a heart, 
then leads a trump to dummy 
and ruffs away the last heart. 
Now he leads the ace and queen 
of clubs—and when West comes 
up with the club king, as of 
course he must, South gives him 
the trick, discarding a diamond 
from the beard. As the bidding 
indicated, West has nothing but 
clubs to return, and on this re- 
turn the last diamond is discard- 
ed from dummy while declarer 
ruffs.
